First group consisting of some 
32 employees Monday afternoon' 
took the oath as administered 
by City Clerk A. H. Bartlctt.

Under the state law. Assem­ 
bly Bill 61, recently signed by 
Governor Warren, the workers 
must designate any group to 
which they have belonged and 
which was conslderod subversive. 
The oath demands that the em­ 
ployee agree not to join any or­ 
ganization or party, polit

otherwise, which advocates the 
overthrow of the federal or state 
governments.
